THE DISTRIBUTION OF THE’ 
; - INDEMNITY. 


(Daily Press, 5th July.) 


The North-China Daily News, ina recent 
ee drew attention to the very extra- 
ordinary distiibution of the indemnity 
payable by China, nearly one half of which 
is made to go to Russia and France, the 
nations which suffered in the Peking 
emeutes the least of all, and whose economic 
interests in. China are practically non- 
existent. The article’ very pertinently 
asked : What were the Ministers in Peking 
thinking of when they passed the account ? 
And what are we to think of a Concert 
which could permit such a blot on our 
modern civilisation to pass without a word 
of comment; nay more, has made every 
effort in its power to conceal from the 
world at large the evidence of its incapacity ? 
Apparently, [ngland and the United 
States—the two nations which stand 
almost lowest on the list, yet whose 
interests are by far the largest, and who 
played by no means a secondary part in 
the suppression of the troubles—concurred 
in this iniquitous division, and the Daily 
News asks very properly: Would it not 
have been at once more economical as well 
as more consistent with the honour of both 
countries, had they refused to permit such 
a stain to be placed on both their honour 
and their commonsense? The United 
States did’ indeed at a stroke reduce their 
claim from tiearly eight to five millions 
sterling —a motion which the French organ

As regards tonnage of 
ships entered, Kole and Osaka came first, 
Moji second, Nagasaki third, and Yokohama 
fourth. 1,677 British vessels, with a ton- 
nage of 4,110,766 tons, visited ports in 
Jajan in 190], an increase of 87 vessels 
and 289,962 tons compared with the pre- 
ceding year. There is still no direct mail 
steamship communication between the 
United Kingdom and Jaan, says Mr. Lay, 
and the German and Japanese mails, in 
particular the former, continue to secure 
the bulk of the passenger traffic. French, 
German, Russian, and United States ship- 
ping entered at ports in Jupan all showed 
an increase as regards tounage compared 
with 1900. The number of Japanese-owned 
vessels and their tonnage showed a further 
increase in 1901 Under the Japanese flag 
there were at the end of the year 969 steam 
yessels of 577,660 tons, and 3,565 sailing 
vessels of 326,618 tons, makirg a total of 
4,534 vesscls of 904,278 tons. The ques- 
tion of subsidies to shipping is exciting 
much discussion just now, which lends an 
additional interest to Japan’s policy in this 
matter. In March, 1901, the grant ot fresh 
shipping subsides by the Japanese Govern- 
ment was announced. These were for the 
encouragement of lines running to Australia 
and Bombay, and also to increase the 
efficiency of the steamship service in the 
sca of Japan and along the coasts of the 
Hokkaido. The amouuts of the subsidy 
are:—for the Australia line not more than 
£53,669 per annum ; Bombay line, £18,250 ; 
Sea of Japan, £15,312; Hokkai lo, £3,885 


and £2,516—all for a period of five years.. 


A guarantee is to be furnished in respect of 
each of the lines which are to be subsidised, 
amounting to about 10 per cent. of the 
subsidy in question. 

-Mr. Lay's concluding remarks emphasise 
chiefly the need of foreign capital in Japan, 
which was realised in 1901 perhaps more 
clearly than ever before.

A ‘recent .reviewer in ia outa pa 
remarked that any one who takes the pains 
to read the succession of books by Bnglish 
authors on the threat of Russia, the threat 
of Germany, the threat of tie - United 
States, and the deplorable backwarduess of 
England, becomes hardened to “ threats” 
after a-time. The reflective reader is com. 
forted when’ he opens a German book, or a 
Russian book, or a French book, to find 
that England is threatening all these 
nations and their interests, It begins to be 
obvious that there cannot really be such a 
state of matual terror as might be imagined 
from the ex-parte statements of the various _ 
writers, each with his eyes fixed on some 
possible source of danger.to his own 
country. But it must be obvious also that 
some of the “threats” to which attention 
is thus called are genuine enough. Events 
proved that the’ menace to. British posses- 
sions in South Africa from their Boer neigh- 
bours, for instance, was by no means exug- 
gerated ; nor, in justice it must be admitted, 
were the Boers in the past wrongly appre- 
hensive when they trekked North to avoid 
dangerous contact with the British. It 
would be easy to quote many other examples 
of standing menaces to the safety of 
different countries, which though they have 
been exaggerated by certain over-imagina- 
tive or unduly partisan writers, are quite 
actual, However, we only wish to refer 
here to the British dread of Russia and the 
Russian dread of Hngland, about both of 
which a govd deal has been written and 
will be written for a long time to come. 
It is but a month ago that St. Petersburg 
correspondents -were writing of the dis- 
appointment: expressed by all classes of. 
Russians at the ter.nination of the South . 
African War, and of the gloomy anticipations -

not certain whether “our. arms” in this 
sentence is an allusion to Blagovestchensk 
or not. But what the writer wishes - 
to emphasise is that Russia’s chief 
problem in the yellow East is to guard — 
against the possibility of China becoming 
what Southern Asin has become under 
military instruction, “ lest’ precious Russian 
blood should be spilt, and enormous sums_ 
should’ be spent, in the struggle with 
oncoming disasters which we must always 
look forward to and prepare for.” 

However, it is not to Prince UkKHTOMSKI'S 
theories, but to.some of his statements to 
which we wish to allude. He takes Hong- 
kong as an example of; wrong government 
of the Chinese, and his remarks about this 
Colony are interesting, if not exactly in- 
structive. Into. the constituents of the 
native population here there enter, he says, 
to a notuble degree wanderers and criminals, 
who find it advantageous for a time to 
escape from prosecution on their native soil, 
under the shadaw of a liberal foreign govern- 
ment.

Address wes printed 
by Messrs. Kelly & Walsh. This was done on 
silk and was executed in-red with blue initials, 
the initial letters being surrounded by gold 
filigree work, and the whole enclosed in a green 
border. ‘I'his Address, which was made to roll 
round a silver rod, was encased in a massive 
silver and gilt casket of ornate design, 18 
inches long and 6. inches high, and standiag 
upon four dragons’ heads.. ‘The casket was 
supplied by Wang Hiug, who deserves grea 
credit for the excellence of the workmanship.

THE UNVEILING OF THE STATUE. 


The ceremony of unveiling the statue of 
E.R.H. the Duke of Connaught had’ been 
announced ‘to take place about half past five 
o'clock, but for more than half-an-hour earlier 


. people were congregating in the vicinity. 
h 


e two large matsheds which had heen 
erected to meet the demands of the 
occasion filled rapidly as the procession of 
privileged ticket-holders funnd its way inside, 
whilst large crowds of the general public 
occupied every bit of ground whence a view 
of the proceedings could bo obtained. The 
crowd, as has been said, was I.rge, aud the 
cosmopolitan element was a proncunced as 
ever; but thera wus no -disorder, aud the 
staff of police under Mr. P. P. J. ‘Wi debouse 
bad nothing to do beyond (urning an occasional 
unwitting trespasser from the imm diate 
locality of the place where H.E. the Officer 
Administering the Government was to perform 

the unveiling ceremony. Amateur photogra- 
phers, needless to say, were in cvideuce, and 
they had ample scope for the cxerc'se of their. 
art in the gay scene before them, where flags 
and bunting vied in richness of co’our with the 
bright dresses of the ladies and the pictur- 
esque uniforms of the officers, who chatted to- 
gether in groups or proimenaded up and down, 
awaiting the arrival of His Excellency, 

Naturally many curious and even impatient 
glances were cast in the direction of the statue, 
which was hidden from premature view behind 
a screén held in place by four poles draped in 
red, white and blus and surmounted by the 
Union Jack. In: front of the principal 
stand was the platform where His Excellency 
was to perform the simple act (hat would reveal 
the statue, and running from this platform to 
the screen enveloping the figure of His Royal 
Highness was a strong cord, which, on being 
loosened by His Excellency, would canse the 
screen to falldown. This device was the inven- 
tion of Mr. H. G. C. Fieher, assistant engineer in 
the Public Works Department, and it says much 
for its success that not the slightest hitch 
occurred when it came to the actual unveiling of 
the statue. ‘ay 

His Excellency arrived shortly after half- 
past five, followed by Captain Trofusis, A.D.C., 
and Mr. BR. F. Johnston, Private Secretary.

So that this long Bill-of :76 sections reaily can

As many of the gratings 
are kept partly open, the idea that the 
grids prevent the egress of rats is absurd. 
‘The grids should be removed until the end: of 
the rainy season at least, when they can be 
refixed if desired.” 

The Colonial Secretary, in further reply, 
wrote:—‘* I understand that the scavenger 
coolies bave to leave the gratings partly open 
or the rain-water canuot escape, and theraby 
renders the wire-netting useless.” 

The Director of Pusrc Works —I hope the 
Board will see its way to rescind its former 
decision in connection with this matter. It is 
perfectly absurd that we should pnt on grids to 
keop yats from gotting ont of the gratings or 
going’ into the gratings, and at the same time 
to have these gratings open at the side in such 
a way that any quantity of rats can get in 
and out freely. ‘There is no question about 
it that the reteution of these grids on the 
gratings is a source of real danger in. tha 
case of heavy rainstorms. It must cause 
great danger—it does canse great danger. The 
roads, every one must have seen, have been 
scoured out where the water pours down dhan-.

TRADITION CASE.

Before Mr. F. Hazeland at the Magistracy 
on Monday, the {7th inst., bis Worship 
delivered the following important and in- 
teresting decision in a case in which the 
Chinese Government/applied for the extradition 
of a prisoner for a crime alleged to have been 
committed within ithe jurisdiction of the 
Emperor of China :+- 

The fugitive criminal Wong Man Tsap was 
charged before me under the Chinese Extradi- 
tion Ordinance (1889) with the crime of robbery 
with violence withinjthe jurisdiction of China. 
The crime is alleged to have happened on,24th 


- April, 1901, at 1.30 a.m.,, at the villagesof U 


Piu, near Sam Chun, within the Empire of 
China, The preamble tu the said Ordinance is 
as follows:—‘ Whereas by Article XXI. of the 
Treaty b.tween Her Majesty and the Emperor 
of China done at Tientsin on 26th June, £858, 
it was agreed and concluded that if criminals, 
subjects of-China, shall take refuge in Hong- 
kong or on board the British ships there, they 
shall, upon due requisition by the Chinese 
au‘horities, be searched for, and on proof of 
their guilt be delivered up.”

‘This Section is a ‘re-enact - 
ment of Section 25 of.11 and 12 Victoria, 
c, 42; commonly” known as Jervis’ Act. 
Section 76 of the Magistrates’ Ordinance is 
as follows :—‘‘-When all the evidence offered 
on the part of the prosecution a,ainst the 
accused has been heard, if he magistrate should 
be of opinion that it is not sufficient to } ut the 
accused upon his trial for anv indictable 
offence, such magistrate shall forthwith order 
the accnsed, if in custody, to be discharged as to 
the information thereunder enquiry; but if, in 
the opinion of such magistrat}, such evidence 
is sufficient to put the accused upon his trial for 
an indictable offence, or if the evidence given 
raise a strong or probable presumption of 
the guilt of the accused, then such magis- 
trate shall, by his warrant, commit him to 
prison to be safely kept until he shall be 
thence delivered by .due course of law or 
admit him to- bail as hereinbefore mentioned.’

? FORESTRY IN HONGKONG. 

Planting operations in Hongkong were. the 
smallest on record since afforestation work |lwas 
established. The total number of trees planted 
was 1,719 which amounted to one small day's 
work in the usual order of plantiug. Arnual 
plantings should, at least, equal the number ‘of 
trees destroyed by fire or by illicit tree-cuttors 
in the preVious year which, however, exceeded 


‘those planted by 971, but these will be far more 


than made good this year as srrangements are 
made for bringing up the numbers either by 
planting or sowing seeds to about that of the 
previous year’s work, which was 54,000, - 

‘The planting of lands suitable for trees either 
in regard to their growth or facilities for pro- 
tection is almost completed in the island except 
in catch-water areas of reserveirs, aud those 
are being attended to this year. Afterwards 
planting generally will be only needed to replace 
losses by fi:es or other mischief. 

Thinning of Plantations.—There was also a 
little diminished activity in this work. Tho 
number of trees cut out was 32,274, which sold 
for $728.15, a decrease of $96.30 compared with 
19Q0. The items and particulars are provided 
in Appendix D. 

Fires.—There was a considerable increase in 
the number of fires and trees destroyed by them, 
12,174 trees having been killed and there were 
41 fires. Little Hongkong distric: has a very 
bad reputation in this respect, as have also 
Mount Davis and Mount Kellet, the_two latter 
owing their misfortunes most probably chiefly 
to the people who frequent the graves there. 

Experience points out the necessity of still 
further widening fire barriers as trees increase

be useless against malaria, if even they do not 
do more harm than good by harbouring. the 
mosquitoes near the houses.

Fontane; an_inten- 
sely malarious spot, there is a fine wood of them, 


and in Australis there are enormous forests 


' visable in due course. 
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of these trees aud all are malarious,” And 
again, at page 234, he says: That the planting 
&f woods is not a protection ageinst malaria has 
heen demonstrated: by the example already re- 
corded of the Tre Fontane, where in spite of the 
Eucalyptus wood, which has grown vigorously, 
this disease still remains.” In consideration 
of facis such as these. which were not alt gether 
unknown before the publication of Profestor 
Gelli’s book, I think ‘cantiou should be exer- 
gised in adopting planting recommendations for 
the object of preventing malaria only.

n able to beat the scores of the Terrible and 
all previous records by taking a leaf ont of Cap- 
tain Scott's book. By an extremely simple 
contrivance the gunners—and it appears that it 
takes two to control the aiming of each big gun 
—have obfained that practice that makes for 
perfection. An ordinary rifle is attached to 
the gun, go as to move with it and point in the 
same direction when the gunners place the 
sights on thefarget. A target, proportionately 
small, is dangled in front of the gun. An iron 


‘bex, to catch stray shots passing the target, 


completes the apparatus. By constant exercise 
the gunners of the Ocean have recently a 
able to give a wonderful exhibition of marks- 
manship. They huve beaten the record of the 
Terrible by fifteen hits in the same time. It 


_ should be stated that last year mistires were 


allowed for and an extra run given, but this 
year no such allowance has been made. 

There is a difference, too, in the competing 
ships that should be noticed. The heaviest 


‘guns of the Terrible are 9-ineh, but the Ocean 


carries 12-inch cannon. To give particulars, 
with her twelve 6-inch guns she fired 163 rounds 
and hit the target 117 times. When it is 
observed that all this weight of metal could be 
thrown into opposing ships in two minntes as 
a double broadside, we get some faint notion of 
the destructive energy of a modern warship. 
The four 12-inch guns were fired 25 times and 
shells were placed on the target 17 times. 
There were soveral misfires and minor accidents.

The target measured 2 feet 4 
inches by 16 feet 9 inthes It need hardly be 
added that this splendid feat reflects the jrreatest 
credit on tho officers and men of H.M.S. Ocean.

The N.-C, Daily News says :—So far as we 
know th-re has been no official publication of 
the decision of the Diplomatic Body on the sub- 
ject of the jurisdiction of the two fettlements 
at Shanghai, and we are not aware of the 


channel through which what purports to be| 


that decision has been made public; we can 
therefore interpret the decision only as it has 
been published, and we feel that the Municipal 
Council are entitled to the thanks of the foreign 
community in urging that the subject be 
brcught to the attention of the proper authority 
in order that it might be clearly settled. It 
seems to us that the regulations which have 
been published, as embodying the decision of the 
Diplomatic Body, can be interpreted with 
greater clearness in immediate connection with 
the two cases ont of which arose the issue be- 
tween the Consular Body and the Municipal 
Council and a brief reference to those cases and 
where they would be tried. if they were to come 
up anew, will determine in whose favour the 
Diplomatic Body has decided the issue. 

‘The first case was that of a coolie in the em- 
ployment of the French firm of Messrs. Ulysse 
Pila & Co., residing in the International Settle- 
ment. The coolie was charged with violating 
a Municipal regulation of the International 
Settlement, and a warrant was issued for the 
arrest of the:coolie for trial in the International 
Mixed Court, but the French Consul-General 
refused to countersign the warrant. Now in 
accordance with the decision of the Diplomatic 
Bcdy it would be the duty of the French 
Consul-General to countersign such warrant, 
and the coolie would be tried in the Mixed 
Court of the International Settlement where 
the offence charged was committed. In the 
above case the contention of the Municipal 
Council hes been fully sustained. 

The second case was that of a Chinese, resid- 
ing on the French Concession, who had. applied 
for and obtained from the French Mixed Court 
a warrant against a Chinese residing in the 
International Settlement, and the contention 
of the Municipal Council was that the Chinese 
‘residing in the Intervational Settlement should 
not be cent to the French Mixed Court without 
having a preliminary hearing in the Mixed 
Court of the Settlement in which he resided 
Tf a similar case should come up again how. 
would it be conducted under the decision of 
the Diplomatic Body ? The answer to that 
question is given by the 
which provides, that in all such cases the 
Chinese re-iding in the French Concession 
would have to sue the Chinese residing in the 
Mixed Court of the International Settlement; 
he could not sue in the French Mixed Court at 
all, and the Diplomatic Body has gone further

P: ssibly as good illustrations of native temper 
toward foreigners may be found here as any- 
where in China. A wish to control their own 
affairs is of course perf ctly intelligible on the 
part of the Chinese; but if there is any place in 
the empira, hardly excepting Peking, in which 
doubt lingers as. to the wisdom of re3tor- 
ing old conditions of government, or where 
expediency would seem to dictate to the 
native mind a policy of conciliation, this is the 
place; for here the mask was thrown off two 
years ago, and the outbreak was fiercest and 
most determined. As the seat of provincial 
power, superseding the appointed capital; ds the 


centre of anti-forsigu fomentation, foreign hold 
here has been most ténacious. 
except the Americans have kept troops on 


appearances not greatly unlike those in the 
months following close upon the bombardment, 
anftt the evacuation by the Chinese forces. 
Foreign control, indeed, covers visibly both 
native and settlement districts, differing thereby 
from the mere martial supremacy of the 
summer of 1900 in that it has turned the city 
into paths of progress and good order, and ‘has 
bettered it not only in its physical aspect, but 
as a producer of revenue for the Imperial 
treasury.

The following items are from the Fuochuw 
Echo of the 5th inst :— 

The reaping of the first crop of rice com- 
menced in the large plain between the city and 
Kushan this week, and the report of the crop is 
that it ig a full yield of good quality. 

Almost all the ladies and childrén of Foochow 


. are now at Kuliang for the season : the few atill 


remaining at home would doubtless have been 
there by this time but for the cool weather of 
the past week. 

The reduction of the tea-duty coupled with 
the decline in sterling exchange appears to have 
acted ag a simulant to the trade, the export to 
Europe from this port amounting to 5.592.269 
Ibs. to date against 3.854.412 Ibs. at the 
corresponding date last year. 7 

A most successful concert was held ia the 
Foochow Club on Friday the 27th ult. which 
showed that however small our port may be, it 
contaius its fair proportion cf talent. Although 
the programme was short, consisting only of 
eight numbers, the appreciation of the audieuce 
was so marked that almost every item was 
encored, ; 

The rumours current here last week of 
troubles at Hing Wha were not without foun- 
dation. What occurred however was notat Hing 
Wha itself but at Sieng Ju, a city. in the Hing 
Wha prefecture. The troubies arose through 
discontent about the increased taxation demand- 
ed: by the mandarins, and at one time they 
were regarded as rather serious. But when 
increased taxation a 
capitation tax of about twenty cash was levied 
on every individual passing ont throngh the 
City gates the people could stand it no longer.

had been farmed by the gentry and that they 
were endeavouring to enrich themselves at the 
expense of the poor people. At first the rioters 
were bent on wrecking the churches and the 


majority of the people were opposed to their 
doing this, and so no barm was done beyond the 
fright occ sioned to the ladies who happened to 
be on the spot or were working in the district. 
After the troubles were over a proclamation 
was issued warning the people against interfer- 
ing with the missions or the missionaries. The 
district has now assumed its normal peaceable 
condition. _

Sre,—It is always difficult for the general 
public to gather, from the report in the papers 
of any cents in Court, what the real facts 
are and how the judgment may possibly affect 
‘them: or their interests; the statement of the 
facts is so often mixed up with arguments on 
‘points of law, and discussions between the 
Counsel and the Bench, that the minc of the 
ordinary reader is thrown into confusion and 
either he does not understand the fucts “at all 
them.

case is an important and far-reaching one,

Ir is needless to point ont that books about 
Siam must have a special interest at the present 
time when the “Siamese Question” threatens 
constantly to occupy the attention of at least 
two European governments. When such a 
book is from the pen of a recent Educational 
Adviser to Siam, it obvionsly commands more 
respect that the writings of a mere book-maker 
and even of those of an ordinary traveller. 
Mr. Campbell, moreover, writes so sansly and 


for this alone. Siam is a country which, 
has inspired visitors and students with very 
‘mixed feelings. If we took only the writings 
of Messrs. Henry Norman, A. R. Colquhoun, 
H. S. Hallett, H. Warington Smyth, and 
J. G. D. Campbell, we- should still find it 
difficult to arrive at a verdict on the people of 
this country. Recently there appesred in the 
Straits Times two ably written but eminently 
uncomplimentary articles on Siam by agentleman - 
who concealed his identity under the pseudonym 
of “Homo Malayensis." The writer in con- 
clusion asked the question: Can the Siamese,
